"PIER lived with hie parents In Vienna until 1938o In 1927 he entered 
elementary school, and in 1931 he entered the Jewish Beelg ymn melon, Vienna XX, ihioh 
he left In 1938 after the Anschluss, one year before his graduation. 

"In the course of an Interview he stated that he left Austria In 1938 In 
rder to immigrate to Palestine. Be accepted a Job ae secretary to an agricultural 
ettlement in Had era, Palestine, which position he retained until August 1944, 

"He than was asked by the Jewish Agency in Haifa, Palestine, to act as 
• ^ a^j ggss fitor of refugees coming from European countries.. He remained In this Job 
until the cessation of hostilities. 

"In September 1945 PIER was appointed as correspondent for various 
Palestine newspapers and news agencies, including PaL-COH in London, England, and 
HaTZOPEK in Te: Aviv, Palestine, 
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"In Hot ember 1945 he returned to Vienna via Italy and was an accredited 
news-correspondent of the British Public Kelation Office la Vienna* which position 
he holds at present, 

"In October 1946, PIER submitted an application to be accredited &s corres- 
pondent for the Overseas Hews Agency in Austria. 

"An interview with Mr. Josef SILBBR, Chief of the American Joint 
distribution Committee* who has known PIER since January 1946* substantiated PISR J s 
statements. It appears that PIER is an active Palestine Zionist, and intends to 
"lake hie permanent residence there. Mr. SILBEH as well as Mr* BUOTSLS of the 
American Joint Distribution Committee, stated definitely that he has no Gomnunist 
jL earning*. 



"Mr. David MARK of USACA Public Safety, when questioned about PIER 5 s 
background, stated that he has known him for approximately five months. Ho recommended 
him as an intelligen t and ospable person. 

TIER can best be desorlbed as a Palestine Zionist, who ie Interested 
in the restitution of Palestine to hie people. Although technically etlll an Austrian, 
he identifies himself as a Jewish nationalist and expects to beooae a eitisen of 
Palestine shortly. 

"When originating queries as to the Intelligence Organisation's ohj ectione, 
C.X.C. stated that PIER was known to behead of an organisation known as BBICHA (stated 
by then to aeaa 'flight’).
